A. G ar­ 
field. a retail dealer is allowed to add 
to the cost of the coal. f. o. b, ra il­ 
road cars at his station, it ii amount 
per ton equal to the average profit 
per ton made by him during the year 
lf*15. plus 3** per cent of that profit 
to compensate for increa.-cd cost of 
Isla r and other increased expenses. 
But the total difference per ton be­ 
tween the cost to him and the selling 
price must not exceed the average 
grosT margin rerelved by him during 
Ju ly of this year.

The contract was subject to th 
unusual present conditions and th 
uncertain future, combined with 
shortage of coal and labor, that the 
order be accepted subject to delay, 
without a guarantee of deliveries and 
at th# wholesale prices in effect on 
the dates of shipment. 
All prices on a ton at the head of 
the lakes were 2,000 pounds, mine 
weights to govern settlements.
